HALIFAX (CP) — Thirty - 
five Greek seamen were pulled 
from the stormy North Atlantic 
Sunday by a combination of 
perseverance, skilful navigation 
and personal heroism. 

Canadian navy sailors dived 
overboard, hung from cargo 
nets and braved .10-foot waves 
in a small boat and liferafts to 
save the crew of the Liberian 
tanker Amphilalos which broke 
in two 220 miles southeast of 
here jate Sajurday. 

Cmdr. Peter R. Hinton of the 
destroyer escort Athabaskan 
manoeuvred his ship danger- 
ously ‘close to the drifting and 
almost upended: stern - section 
of the tanker to'take the men 
off. ‘ 

Of the 36 men aboard the 
Amphialos, 34 lived to be 
landed here early today from 
the Athabaskan, Nicolaos Pan- 
tazelos, 69, lived an hour after 
he was rescued. Markos Dou- 
ratsos, 19, disappeared early 
Sunday when the first attempt 
was made to launch lifeboats. 
He. was presumed drowned.

The invitation to Soviet sclent- 
ists to take part‘in the sympos- 
ium on Canadian Arctic was 
made in the Summer of 1963. 
We accepted it with pleasure. 

The Soviet delegation contribu- 
ted a paper on ‘The Inflyence 
of the Natural Conditions of So- 
viet Arctic on the Methods of 
Recla: of Its Natural Re- 
sources.’” paper dealt with 
the princjples_of reclamation _ 
work, specific features of 
the. organization of work in Sov- 
jet Arctic, and methods of devel- 
opment of transport there; I al- 
so spoke of the fruitful coopera- 
tion between Soviet and Canad- 
ian scientists in the exchange of 
weather data and forecasts. 

- eee 

The paper was listened to with 
great attention. In addition to 
the general interest in the USSR 
this is explained, I think, also 
by the fact that Soviet Arctic — 
has been much better recalim- 
ed: than its Canadian counter- 
part, The Canadian North, which 
occupies approximately half of 
the country's territory, is inhab- 
ited by only 40,000 out of a popu- 
lation of 18 million. In thé Sovi- 
et Union, about a million people 
live In the high Arctic” alone. 
More than five million peo ple 
inhabit the forest areas of the 
Soviet North connected with the 
Northern Sea Route, The North- 
ern Route is a vital waterway 
which is of great Importance not 
only for domestic,’ but also for 
foreign trade transportation, 
serving as a link between East 
and West Canada has no route 
similar to it- Thjs is partly ex- 
plained by the more rigorous 
natural conditions and partly by 
the lower. degree. of reclama- 
tion. - 





In Soviet Arctic, the mining 
of minerals, fishing and tim- 
bering is conducted much more 
intensively, On the whole, the 
Soviet North is of much greater? 
economic importance for our 
country. than the northern regi- 
ons are for Canada, To the best 
of my knowledge, of all the 
tremendous resources of the 
Canadian North, only of] is ex- 
tracted for local needs and gold 
is mined in the Mackenzie area 
and nickel ore is mined in Lab- 
rador, The rich uranium mines, 
which were actively worked in 
the 1950s, have been almost des- 
erted now. 

The largescale reclamation 
of the Soviet North was also 
spoken of by the British scientist 
Terence Armstrong. We have 
formed the impression that a 
lively interest in the Soviet ex- 
Perierice of conquering the Arc- 
tie is shown and our scientific 
works are attentively followed in 
Canada. Armstrong, incidental- 
ly, urged application of Soviet 
achievements in Canada.

--Plans to re-impose tolls on the Welland Canal 
system’ are “a backward step,” according to On- 
tario Premier Robarts. The tolls were first 
imposed, over Ontario's objections, in 1959, and 
removed two days before the 1962 federal elec- 
tion. They will be re-imposed for the 1964 
lake-shipping season.. The amounts involved— 
two cents a gross registered ton of vessel, two 
cents.a ton for bulk cargo and five cents a ton 
for packaged cargo—would yield less than the 
canal’s operating cost. 

’ Tolls on Canadian canals ‘were avoided in 
the early days of Canada, because the water- : 
ways provided the only practical means of trans- 
portation—and without the waterways, Canada 
could not have developed as it is now. Today, 
‘however, domestic railways and truck lines com- 
pete with domestic and foreign shipping for the 
Canadian transport.dollar. The manufactured 
goods carried to Port Arthur by a Panamanian 
ship might as well be carried by Canadian rail- 
ways and trucks. Under these changed circum- 
stances, is it not fair to demand that shipping 
interests-pay thelr own way?) - -. 

The costs of operating the canals must be 
met, whether by. tolls or from.the federal budget. 
And if the costs are met from the federal bud- 
get, that means that they are spread among all 
Canadians. -- Lower consumer costs may result 

“from ‘federal subsidy of the ships, through free 
canal service—but those consumer benefits to the 
few must be passed on to all, through tax re-

One of the most astonishing, 
and yet common, examples of 
unconscious imitation is the way 
in which a parent will damage a 
child in the same manner that 
the parent was damaged. 


In their monumental bi-_ 


ography of that flawed genius, 
Eugene O'Neill, (now available 
in a massive paperback), the 
authors begin one chapter with 
melancholy observation: 

“For all of O'Neill's prolonged 
dismay over his disasttous re- 
lationship-with his parents — a 
dismay he could conyey so-force- 
fully in a play like The Great 
God Brown — he seemed un- 
aware that he was imposing the 
same pattern on his own child- 
rep. | : 

“It was as though the very in- 
tensity of his ~ pre-occupation 
with his parents’ failure toward 
him, the constant attempt to ex- 
orcise the hurt that had been in- 
flicted, blinded him to the fact 
hat he was inflicting the same 
hurt on his sons. He was as 
stonily incapable of understand- 
ing.them as (his father) had 
been of understanding him.” 

One of the sons, a brilliant 
Greek scholar at Yale, commit- 
ted suicide; while the other be- 
came a narcotics addict, never 
seen again by his father and ut- 
terly cut out of his will. 

The tragic family history of 
the O'Neills, for three genera- 
tions, is‘ only’a heightened ex- 
ample of the sort of thing that 
happens, less dramatically per- 
haps, in thousands of families: 
the parents do the same to the 
children as their parents did to 
them. Patterns persist and per- 
‘petuate themselves, against the 
will and even against the know- 
ledge.

Police Often 
Not Trained

‘The brutality of a police con- 
stable, as revealed in a~court 
case in Sarnia indicates'a weak- 
ness in our society that leaves- 
law enforcement practices in a 
bad light. : 
In a Sarnia case, the court 
has awarded damages of $83,797 
to two men who sued’ police 


for false arrest and assault.__—out-the nails 


In Sarnia, the money awarded 
is paltry payment for the injury 
suffered-by~one of the men. He 
is blind in one eye, his right arm 
and leg are and~he 
has the’ mental age of 8 to 10 
years as the result of head in- 
juries sustained when struck by 
a night-stick, 

The judge pointed out that 
while a politeman has a right to 
use reasonable force, every citi- 


zen has the right to resist illegal - 


arrest. The man in question had 
the right to resist but look what 
has happened to him. 

As a rule most cases of police 
brutality involve people who are 
intoxicated and belligerent. Po- 
licemen can be maimed for life, 
too. And this poses a problem as 
to the amount of force that can 
be considered reasonable. 

Mr. Justice E. L- Haines 
seemed to lean in favor of. the 
individual in such circumstan- 
ces. He said: ‘'They (the police) 
are the servants of the people, 
not the masters,” 

But in the end it boils down 
to this: Too many of our police- 
men in Ontario ate not properly 
trained for the job..Many don’t 
know their rights, let alone those 
of citizens they are supposed to 
be protecting. 

There is an oath of office for 
the policeman that goes like 
this: ! Sy 

“As a law enforcement officer 
my fundamental duty is to serve 
mankind; to safeguard lives and 
property; to protect the innocent 
against deception, the weak 
against oppression and intimida- 
tion, and the peaceful ‘against

Groarty, 42, to commit perjury, 
had bail of $1,000 continued by 
Magistrate Robert Taylor:: 

The perjury charge concerns 
Balsom’s alleged false state- 
ments that he told McGroarty to 
tell the truth to the commission. 
McGroarty said Balsom told 
him to “deny everything.’”* 

During a threeday prelimin- 
ary Bearing that saw tape re- 
cordings of ' conversations _be- 
tween Balsom and McGroarty 
introduced as evidence, -Afc- 
Groarty testified that two pro- 
vineial police officers acted as 
tip-off’ men for a gambling ring 
in 1959. : 

McGroarty, whose address 
was kept secret by court offi- 
cials, said Constables K. C. La- 
morie ‘and W. C. B. Lawrence 
would telephone him if there 
was to be a raid. Under in. 
structions from Balsom, he 
would then tip off bookies whom 
Balsom protected. 

He also testified that he al- 
lowed police to wire him with 
battery - operated microphones 
and to tap telephones to record 
conversations between him and|- 
Balsom.

In Ontario 
1,750. persons are engaged in 
work calling for social work 
skills; just 700 of these are 
members of the Canadian As- 
sociation of Social Workers, 
which means that the great 
majority of the remaining 
thousands are. untrained work- 
crs. :

One of the aims of the Fathers of 
Confederation was the integration of the econ- 
omies of the British colonies united by the British 
North America Act, and that act contains a” 
clause banning curbs on’ trade between the 
provinces. . At that time, though, the danger 

* was that province#*would ban sales of produce 
from’ other provinces; nobody conceived that 
anybody would refuse to make a sale if it could 
do so. .Thus the BNA Act prohibition is worded 
in language which may not cover the Quebec 
ban on exports of lumber. This is a question 
which legal experts—perhaps eventually the 
courts—will have to decide. 

. Meanwhile, however, we must at least con- 
eede that the Quebec Government's stand is 
not without logic. Hon. Lucien Cliche, Que- 
bec’s counterpart to Mr. Roberts, argues that it 
is not good economics to export wood when 
Quebec sawmills have not enough to feed their 
own machines. “Since the timber in question 
is cut on Crown Lands, the Quebec Government 
may. be able’ to devise methods of enforcing 
the ban, regardless of what interpretation may 
eventually be placed by-the experts on the 
relevant section of the BNA Act. :

The Turkish statement, issued 

after a cabinet meeting late 
Friday, superseded an earlier 
warning to Cyprus of Turkish 
unilateral, intervention if sweep- 
ing measures were-not taken 
to restore peace and normality 
to the island. 
Reports that 10,000 ° Turkish 
troops had embarked in ‘ships 
at Iskenderun, a seaport on 
Turkey’s. southern coast: facing 
Cyprus, had backed the Turkish 
warning and heightened the al- 
ready sizzling tension in the 
three-month crisis. 

In Athens, a Greek govern- 
ment spokesman. expressed’ sat- 
isfaction with the Turkish state- 
ment. Following a two-hour 
emergency cabinet meeting, a 
government source said the 
Greek armed forces would be 
in a state of preparedness until 
the UN force arrived in Cyprus 
and guaranteed the integrity of 
th> island.

Mr. Gordon 
In-And-On 
The Spot

OTTAWA (CP) — When Wal- 
ter Gordon rises in the Com- 
mons Monday evening to de- 
liver his second budget speech, 
he’ll be both in the spotlight and 
on the spot. 

In the spotlight of national in- 
terest because the decisions of 
the 58-year-old finance minister 
could have a vital bearing on 
future prosperity, jobs’ and in- 
come- 

But also on the spot, politic- 
ally, because of the violent 
storm stirred by his first bud- 
get last June 13. 

The pressure is on Mr. Gor- 
don to produce a good, safe 
budget that won’t give rise to 


































the situation in Cyprus. 

Meeting in an emergency ses- 
sion to consider Cypriot charges 
that a Turkish invasion was im- 
minent, the council* called on 
Secretary-General U Thant to 
continue his efforts to set up 
the peace force. 

Earlier Greek-Cypriot Presi- 
dent Makarios had rejected the 
Turkish warning and following 
talks in Athens, where he had 
attended: the fulral of King 
Paul, said if the Turks landed 
in Cyprus the Greeks - would 
come too. 

He said the Turkish warning 
constituted “further untenable” 
interference in the internal af- 
fairs of Cyprus. 

In Paris, the NATO perma- 
nent council met at the request 
of Greece to discuss the situa- 
tion which, due to Greece and 
Turkey3 membership in the 
Western defence alliante, has 
been regarded as a potential se- 
rious. NATO problem:

Bunche Raises Point on UN 


Peace Force 


for Cyprus

war. .- .” 

Translated’ into the terms of 
the Cyprus force, this principle 
would mean that the UN troops 
will not be expected to sit idly 
by while, for example, a group 
of-Turkish-Cypriots- and a group 
of Greek-Cypriots set up ma- 
chine-guns on opposite sides of 
a street. 

UN planners hope, of course, 
that this kind of-situation won't 
arise. : 

Bunche commented that he 
doubted any UN peace’ force 
could be stationed for very long 
in any country if, even in self- 
defence, it woukl have to turn 
its guns on civilians rather than 
military forces. . 

Bunche also said that the 
Congo force had carefully re- 
frained from interfering in the 
internal affairs of the country 
except upon the specific re- 
quest of Congolese authorities.
